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Booze or jelly beans? 
Right of choice is issue 

One of the basic tenets of any free society is that the popuius is 
presented the alternatives and then allowed to make its own 
choice. 

WHEN THE IT board of trustees meet this week, it will 
probably discuss whether to allow students to possess and con¬ 
sume alcohol on campus. 

Hopefully, the board will not pass over the matter with only a 
quick, cursory consideration, but will instead examine what 
constitutes a free society. 

FOR WHILE alcohol may be the question at the forefront, it is 
really secondary to an even more basic matter, that is whether a 
student 18 years old and considered an adult in every aspect in the 
"real world,” should have those same rights on a college campus 
in general, and UTM in particular. 

Trie question facing the board members could be the 
legalization of' Jelly beans on campus, but the basic premise would 
be the same - the student should have a right of choice insofar as 
the law allows for all. 

THE STUDENT should be allowed to decide for himself 
whether he will keep a few cans of beer in his dorm room without 
fear of reprisal, just as the high school dropout working in a shirt 
factory does in his home. 

But in view of the present situation, the students here do not 
have that right. It is this denial of a basic freedom that must be 
abolished in order to have any semblance of a free society on this 
campus. 

BEING AN emotional issue, the question of alcohol per se 
surely will surface as the major topic of discussion and will be 
argued from every aspect while the real issue goes unnoticed. 

There will be those who will argue from a moralistic stand -- 
that alcohol is evil and must be banned from society as a whole. It 
is really futile arguing trom this standpoint of syllogistic 
semantics since each side has its own preconceived notions and 
stereotyped ideas and nothing short of an apocalypse will alter 
those views. 

THERE ARE THOSE who will say the law forbids alcohol on 
university-owned property. Wrong. The decision prohibiting 
alcohol on campus does not come from the Tennessee Code An¬ 
notated. 

It comes from a policy decision made by the board members 
■ decades ago. But in all fairness, it should be pointed out that when 
that decision was made, the legal age in Tennessee was 21. 

BUT, TO COIN an apt cliche, times have changed Laws 
regarding the legal age have been updated. However, its im¬ 
plementation in this respect has not Students are currently 
governed by a policy, or law, which at best is unjust. And an 
unjust law is no law at all. 

There are those who have raised the point that if unlimited 
possession of alcohol is allowed, the student population will 
become a collective mass of staggering, toilet-hugging drunks 
who will drag the university down in rack and ruin. 

IT IS DOUBTFUL that it would happen anymore than it already 
has. Granted, there will some abuse at first. But it will be by a 
small percentage of immature, unstable and socially and 
scholastically inferior individuals, who would act in this fashion 
whether or not they were on a college campus. 

In the final analysis, the decision must be left to the board 
members. But once again - that decision is not merely alcohol. 

RATHER, IT IS whether to permit or forbid the freedom of 
choice which students anywhere else would have as an accepted 
and unquestioned fact of society. 

Freedom of choice - that’s what it’s all about. Without it, 
democracy becomes a bitter deception and totalitarianism, a 
repulsive reality.

Liquor ruling won’t bring 
big changes says student 

RECENTLY I transferred to the University of Tennessee at 
Martin, and as a new student here, let me say that I like the place- 
-if I didn’t, I wouldn't be here. I find myself, however, viewing a 
situation that I, and many others, have had to contend with 
before. The students here at UTM are clamoring to have open 
dorms and be able to possess andconsumealcohol on campus. The 
general consensus is that everyone is for it, but that some far-off 
board in Knoxville will never go for it. I have also been told on 
more than one occasion that the change is coming, but that it will 
take a long time; that the students should just be patient. 

Why do such changes in policy always take such a long time to 
come about, if, that is, they ever come about at all? It would 
appear to me that the administration as a whole has the efficiency 
of a turtle concerning such matters-always slow-moving, and at 
the first sign of trouble, pulling in their head and stopping 
altogether. In a recent Pacer article, the statement was made 
that “...there is not a state law prohibiting the consumption or 
possession of alcohol on university property. ...(it) is a policy 
decision by the board (student affairs committee).” I do not 
personally know these statements to be true, but if they are.what 
does the board base its decision on, and is that decision in need of 
reconsideration? I think so. My reasons are as follows. 

FIRST, I come from an in 


stitution where both 24-hour 
open-house and the possession 
and consumption of alcoholic 
beverage was permitted. Both 
policies were adopted during 
the time I attended the school, 
so I had a first hand view of 
what happened on the campus 
when they were adopted--

such violations are to be con¬ 
doned. The point is, however, 
that if anyone is expecting a big, 
dramatic change if the policies 
are adopted, they’re apt to be 
disappointed 

Secondly, if there were to be

SO DON’T BECOME disillusioned. Look around a little before 
going home on weekends.

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Garland says stricter 
trucking rules needed

Within the last two weeks 
there has been an increasing 
interest by the statewide 
candidates in Tennessee with 
regards to the campus. 

THE TWO CANDIDATES 
who have probably shown more 
interest in students have been 
Tom Garland and Bob 
Clement. Garland has been 
whistle-stopping across 
statewide campuses for the last 
two weeks and Clement has 
frequented many campuses 
along the way. One of the main 
concerns they are seeking: The 
Public Service Commission. 

Candidate Garland says of the 
office,“The race this year is 
bringing the office into the 
forefront more than ever within 
the minds of the people.’’ The 
office provides for a great 
amount of emphasis on 
regulation of utilities and 
regulation of all modes and 
means concerning intrastate 
commerce. 

ONE OF THE BIG concerns 
of State Senator Garland has 
been the trucking regulations. 
"There has been a drastic in¬ 
crease in the number of ac¬ 
cidents involving trucks in 
Tennessee. In the first four 


months of this year there was 
an increase from 12 per cent to 
17 per cent in the accidents 
which represents a 40 per cent 
increase. Only 828 trucks were 
fined for safety violations last 
year. This is the responsibility 
of the Public Service Com¬ 
mission.” 

Hammond Fowler, * a 
Democrat, recently stepped 
down as a commissioner after 
being on the Commission 24 
years. 

“SOME FEDERAL people 
recently found that 28 per cent 
of the trucks that they stopped 
were so hazardous that they 
couldn’t "even continue beyond 
the checkpoints,” Garland 
pointed out. 

In the state of Tennessee 
there has been, on most of the 
regulatory boards and com¬ 
missions a provision for 
minority representation. There 
is no provision for this on the 
Public Service Commission. 
“There have always been 
Democrats on the P.S.C. and 
my election would represent a 
bipartisan membership. 1 would 
represent the first change in 
this control by one party and

On Tuesday, October 3 
over sixty coeds competed for 
the honor of participating in the 
ROTC Sponsor Program. The 
girls filled out resume sheets 
which were then brought into a 
divided ed room and handed to 
the members of the board.

giving welfare payments to 
people who <*o not want to work, 
but believes everyone who 
wants to work should have the 
opportunity, even if the 
government has to provide the 
job. 

COMMENTING on a question 
from the audience concerning 
McGovern's view of the space 
program, Evans said, “He 
wouldphase out more rapidly 
the present Administration's 
plans for manned space flight in 
favor of unmanned space flight 
which as far as our experts can 
tell now produces the same hard 
data, the same information, at 
not as great a cost.” On the 
question of amnesty, Evans 
said of McGovern’s views, “It is 
important to heal the wounds of 
the country . . He believes 
these people who left while in 
military service, the people who 
are AWOL, have to be treated 
on an independent basis by the 
military, as they come under 
military justice . . . He feels 
amnesty should be extended to 
those people who left (the 
country > out of conscience and 
out of inability to serve in what 
they perceived to bean immoral 
war." 

Evans said if the war were 
ended between now and election 
lime, the American people 
would be suspicious of the 
timing of war’s end. He said 
Senator McGovern has stated he 
would rather lose the election 
and see peace come earlier than 
his Inauguration Day, "Which 
is when it would.” Evans also 
said an ending of the war would 
help to focus the campaign on 
the economic issues. 

EVANS SAID, as state youth 
co-ordinator of the McGovern 
effort, he travels from campus 
to campus to check onthe efforts 
for McGovern on the campuses, 
lie said he has found the old- 
time politicians are opening up 
l he system so young people can 
work through the established 
system for their candidates.

“This shows a lack of ability 
of the administration's part to 
maintain a proper relationship 
with merchants which could 
have prevented such an in¬ 
cident,” he said.

“Taking into consideration 
that the students will spend 
about $3 million in this town this 
year-and that does not include 
educational costs-I do not feel 
that it would ruin the economy 
of this town if we were to sell a 
39-cent loaf of bread to 
students,” Simmons added.

Communist China in 1972. 

Nixon made a name for 
himself in politics at the 
beginning of his career by with 
hunting (known then as Red 
baiting). He searched 
everywhere for the Reds, deep 
inside his toilet bowl, behind 
his T.V. set. He-didn’t find then 
but he found Alger Hiss. When 
he got through with him. Hiss 
had lost everything; his job, 
good name, wife and the U.N. 
charger which had been hand¬ 
cuffed to his wrist since 1946. 
Richard Milhous managed to 
work his way through the 
party'd hierarchy in 1952 was 
their Vice-Presidential 
nominee. He rode in on 
Eisenhower’s four stars after 
explaining a million dollars in 
campaign contribution from 
unknown sources and became 
Ike’s go for. He did manage, 
between carrying the 
President’ golf clubs and get¬ 
ting stoned in Venezuela, to 
urge Eisenhower to send 
American advisors to aid the 
French in Indo-China. The eight 
year period which he was vice- 
president hurt Nixon politically. 
He hung around Eisenhower too 
long but in 1960 he got his big 
chance. 

He blew it. The T.V. debates 
killed him. Here was the would- 
be President of the United 
States looking like Humphrey 
Bogart after a week on the 
“African Queen" and sounding 
like a 4th grader. He suffered a 
second political defeat in 1962 
when he lost to Pat Brown in the 
California Governor’s race. 
This totally demoralized him 
and he told the press that they 
would no longer have Dick 
Nixon to kick around and 
promised never to run for 
political office again. Nixon was 
always good at breaking 
promises and in 1968 the stone 
rolled back from the tomb and a 
“new” Nixon walked out. The 
Vietnam war was the big issue 
that year. He told America’ 


,f that any President who could 
not end the war in four years did 
not deserve to be re-elected.” 
The American people believed 
him but by 1972 he had forgotton 
what he said. 

The issues in 1972 were same 
ones which were conceived 
every four years by the 
American political machine. 
However, there were some new 
issues which were manufac¬ 
tured especially for this elec¬ 
tion. Busingand welfare were 
the two major ones. Nixon’s 
busing lacked imagination and 
you really can’t think when your 
dodging a crazy man in a 
wheelchair.The old issue was the 
Vietnam War. Nixon’s motto 
must have been “War is Peace” 
because during his ad¬ 
ministration 15,000 Americans 
died and even larger number of 
Vietnameses on both sides, 
expanded the ear to the three 
neighboringcountrles, increasec 
the bombing to the highest level 
of a long undeclared war. This 
was done in the name of honor 
and peace.
